ORDER 

On July 22, 2005, plaintiff filed a reply to defendant's Answer and moved for summary 
judgment. Summary judgment is warranted "if the pleadings, depositions, answers to 
interrogatories, and admissions on file, together with the affidavits, if any, show that there is no 
genuine issue as to any material fact and that the moving party is entitled to a judgment as a 
matter of law." Fed. R. Civ. P. 56 (c). Plaintiffs motion was based only on the pleadings, i.e., 
the complaint and the answer. See Fed. R. Civ. P. 7(a). In its Answer, defendant created genuine 
issues by denying material facts set forth in the complaint. Since then, the factual record has 
been developed through defendant's pending motion for summary judgment and plaintiffs 
opposition. Accordingly, it is 

ORDERED that plaintiffs motion for summary judgment [Dkt. # 10] is DENIED.
